Dominguez channel, part of
which is  known as Bixby
8lough, located northeast and

east of Torrance, is destined to
stretch to the sea a ten-mile

This was indicated, despite
vigorous protests of parents and
Torrance area citizens that it be
covered or at least cement lined
in the vicinity of Roosevelt ele-
mentary school. Protests stated
the ditch was unsanitary and a
breeding place for flies and mos-
quitos as well as constituting a
hazard for small children,

Word was recelved from Chief
Engineer H. K. Hedger by Su-
peérvisor Raymond V, Darby to
whom some 37 protests were sent
by members of the Roosevelt
Parent-Teachers association that
compliance with the requests
either to cover over, line with
concrete or fill in the ditech would

this time,

The district has already em-«
barked on a program to enlarge
the channel to its ultimate ca-
pacity, and funds are now avail-
able for the consatruction of the
first unit starting at the Har-
bor. Hedger wrote. However, he
said, since this channel enlarge«
ment program is a very costly
undertaking and since it must
progress upstream, it will prob-
ably be several years before the
improvement will reach the area
